The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Rt:--porting  Service  is  the  lo^/a  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  w:iich  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
ODeratin^^:  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  S^^-rvice 
of  the  United  States  Deioartment  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  sta.tistics  of  agriculture 
in  tne  United  States; 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
i s  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasin;-    demand  from  agricultur- 
al organization?,  commercial  interests,   teachers,   legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand 
State-wide  Work  projects  Administration  Sur^ervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  re-port  of  '■'ork  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  partici-oated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  th^ 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  rublicrtion  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  bv  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistic 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTUEAL  STATISTICS  -  LOUISA  DUNTY 

Louisa  County,  originally  included  in  Deraoine  County,  was  established  on 
Eecember  7,   1836,  by  an  act  of  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature,     ij  "'hen 
first  established,  it  included  parts  of  Washington,  Henry  and  Des  Moines  counties. 
The  -present  boundaries  of  the  county  were  determined  on  January  12,  1839.  It 
was  named  for  Louisa  Massey,   a  young  woman  in  Dubuque  who  had  recently  shot  a 
man  who  had  helped  to  murder  one  of  her  brothers  and  was  attempting  to  kill 
another  when  she  -cut  an  end  to  his  career* 

The  first  white  settler  of  the  county  seems  to  have  been  Christopher 
Shuck  who  made  a  claim  near  Toolesboro  r^revious  to  1834.     William  L,  Toole, 
P.  Harrison,  W,   Crayton,   S.  Smith,   and  L.   Thornton  settled  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Icwa  River  in  1835,     The  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of 
its  officers  in  1837  and  the  county-seat  was  located  at  Wapello  where  a  town 
was  platted  in  1838.     This  place,  located  on  the  site  of  an  Indian  village 
on  the  Iowa  River,  was  named  for  Chief  Wapello,  an  Indian  Chief  who  once 
lived  there,  2/ 

Wapello  is  one  of  the  four  Special  Charter  Cities  of  the  State.  The 
State  Lesiglature  issued  its  charter  in  1856,     Of  considerable  historical 
interest  are  the  manv  remains  of  the  Mound  Builders  which  ax-e  found  near  the 
Junction  of  the  Iowa  and  Mississippi  r.ivers. 

Area 

Louisa  County  has  an  area  of  3y6  square  miles,   4/    or  253,440  acres.  Of 
this  number,  233 , 156  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,    _5/     There  are  twelve 
townships  of  various  sizes  in  the  county,-  and  it  ranks  sixty-eighth  in  point 
of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Louisa  County  are  grour^ed  into  3  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  loess,   terrace  and  swamp  and  bottom-land,     The  loess 
soils  cover  56.8  percent  of  the  count"  and  are  divided  into  Clinton  silt  loam — 
17.0  percent,  Tama  silt  loam— 10.5  rercent,   Grundy  loams — 12.2  percent  ^  Tama  silt 
loam--10.5  percent,  Putnam  silt  loam — 0.2  percent ^  and  Knox  fine  sand — 0,3  per- 
cent.    The  terrace  soils  cover  18.1  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Waukesha  silt  loam — 4.2  percent,  Buckner  loams--7,2  percent,  Euckner  sands-- 
1,7  percent,  Bremer  loams — 4,0  percent,  Bremer  clay-~0„5  -oercentj  and  Calhoun 
silt  loam — 0.5  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  25.1  percent  of

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the  area  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loans — 12.7  T^ercent,  Wabash  clay — 4.0  per- 
cent,  Cass  loams — 6.1  -Dercent,   Cass   sand— 0.8  percent,   riverwash — 1»0  percent, 
and  muck — 0.5  percent.  6/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Louisa    County  consists  in  general  of  2  areas  of  upland 
plains  and  2  belts  of  lo"'  botto:n-land,     One  of  the  loT^land  belts,   the  Miss- 
issippi bottoms,  occurs  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  county;  the  other 
follows  the  course  of  the  Iowa  River  and  separates  the  2  areas  of  upland 
plains. 

The  Mississippi  bottoms  are  about  5  'ailes  in  width  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county,  narrowing  gradually  toward  the  south  to  township  74  where  the 
'"idth  is  about  2  miles,   and  then  increasing  in  width  toward  the  county  boundary. 
These  bottoms  would  practically  all  be  subject  to  overflow  were  it  not  for 
levees.     This  area  is,  in  general,   slightly  level  to  undulating.     Along  the  Iowa 
River  the  lowlands  vary  from  2  to  6  miles  in  width.     The  first  bottom  strips, 
ranging  from  ■§  to  2  miles  in  width  are  intersected  by  many  sloughs  and 
old  oxbovf  lakes.     Terraces  or  second  bottoms  occur  in  association  with  these 
bottom-lands  and  are  found  in  3  main  areas — west  of  the  Cedar  River  and  north 
of  the  Iowa  Rive'^,  northeast  arid  southeast  of  rredonia^  and  northwest,  west, 
south  and  southeast  of  Wapello,     These  terraces  are  generally  elevated  about 
20  feet  above  the  bottoms,   rising  abruptly  to  this  height.     The  eastern  up- 
land area,  east  of  the  Iowa  River  lies  about  100  feet  above  the  lowlands. 
The  surface,  in  general,  slopes  toward  the  east  and  is  gently  rolling.  The 
western  plain  occupies  the  southwestern  part  of  the  county.     Its  eastern  border 
terminates  in  bluffs  along  the  Iowa  River  which  vary  from  75  to  125  feet  in 
height.     The  bluff  line  is  b'^oken  by  numerous  streams  which  make  a  rough  surface 
along  the  lower  course  of  the  river,  but  in  general  the  topography  is  gently 
rolling  to  rolling.     Most  of  the  drainage  is  accomplished  by  the  Iowa  "{iver 
and  its  tributaries.  7/ 

Climat  e 

The  ten  year  (1930-lb3y  inc.)   average  temperature  of  Louisa  County  was 
4y .  7  degrees.    _§/    The  average  precipitation  for  33  years  (1898-1930)  was 
31.02  inches  and  the  growing  season  was  172  days  between  the  average  killing 
frost  dates  of  April  24  and  October  13  for  14  years  (1916-1930).  _9/ 

population 

The  Territorial  Census  of  1840  listed  1,927  inhabitants  in  Louisa  County. 
This  number  had  grown  to  4-939  by  1850.  The  growth  from  that  time  forward  was 
quite  steady  until  the  peak  year  of  1900.  The  county  has  a  density  of  29  per- 
sons per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  1,517,  or  13  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 
number,  570  \Tere  of  German  descent,  206  were  of  Welsh  descent,  and  117  were  of 
Swedish  descents     Other  nationalities  had  only  small  representations.  15/ 

Cooperative  s 

In  1937,   there  were  5  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county-- 
1  elevator,   1  creamery,   2  livestock  enterprises,  and  1  petroleum  plants 

As  a  whole,   they  had  587  members,  of  which  536  were  active,  and  1,471  per--- 
sons  did  business  ™ith  the  5  concerns.       The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $364,870  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  .'^106,  253  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,     purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  matrons,   and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  1^1 

Fruit 

The  greatest  number  of  apple  trees,   65,090,  was  listed  in  1874,  but  the 

greatest  production,   49,464  bushels,  was  recorded  in  1884,     In  1934  there  were 

only  12,297  apple  trees  and  3,038  bushels.     In  1909,  the  record  year  for  plums,

There  were  21,353  peach  trees  in 
1909,  "but  the  greatest  -oroducticn,  1,073  "busnels,  occurred  in  1934,     In  the 
peak  year  for  grapes,  1894,  20,158  vines  yielded  120,758  poundse     The  greatest 
number  of  cherry  trees,  13,816;  was  listed  in  1874,  but  the  greatest  produc- 
tion, 3,172  bushels,  was  recorded  in  1909,  17/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1).  all  corn;  (2)  cor::i  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiolied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations 
of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked^  This  asbumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  proauced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1935,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  we^^e  made  by  the  Stnte  assessors'   office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  comties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,   are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied 
by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corri  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  lb34  and  1936 ^
